In all the toyT7 gvni* '«*_•sporting 


gooda etores the new snpply <»i»Us for 
the gome of baee bail has i>ecn laid in, 
and the balls, lying >» p*«to board com- 
partments «d rolled up in tinfoa. or 
having tboir cororings colored red or 
blue, are sa pretty «fl so numrEaeter 
ofgs. The- first-class reerfabon ball lor 
tBS year is no different from that in use 
lost veev- I' c0818 °°e &>nac »od fifty 
cento, and sells at wfaoleeale at the.rate 
of fifteen dollnrs ft dozen. It w«gb» 
about five ounces, and wbeo thrown on 
a board floor Bounds like o yodng pav- 
in» stone. It is just about as solid and 
as^heavy as a turnip' of the same size, 
and though it is perfectly round and 
smooth, and the stitches are almost even 
with tho leather, it stings I the uncal- 
loused hand of the catcher :as. if rt were 
red hot or covered with prickers.; 


Base balls are dear because they are 


made bv hand, and they are .made by 
hand because they must be wound very 
tightly, carefully and evenly. The basis 
of each ono is a little lump of Para rub- 
ber, round nnd weighing an .ounce. 
Wound around this in every direction is 
worsted yarn. In some balls, after a 
thick layer of yarn is wound on, the ball 
is dipped in rubber, then more yarn w 
wound on; then it is dipped again, and 
finally vet more is wound on, and then 
the cover is fitted over it. One ball 
ttflected by many professionals has a 
thick skin of concrete midway between 
tho cover and the rubber. . Girls make 
all tbo bulls. The process.is eoniethmg 
liko thnt of makigg certain mixed 
drinks, wherein the bartender puts in 
lemon to make them sour.and sugar to 
mako them sweet. Players want what 
is called a dead ball, that is, one that 
won't bounce much. 
A stone will 


bounce more than a base ball .ought to. 
So tho rubber is put in to make it 
bounce just a little, and the., yarn is 
wound tight and concrete ip added to 
stop it bouncing at all. Thus the happy 
medium is reached. Some moulded vul- 
canized rubber is used, 


Xlio beet balls aro covered with horse- 


skin, because . it is strong and .tough. 
Many of these arc sowed: .with catgut, 
but in dump weather tho catgut loosens, 
and therefore at such times those balls 
aro used whioh are stitched with flax. 


Professionals have agreed upon the 


)x»t form of ball and have ruled that it 
shall accord with these specificatione: 


"The ball1 must -weigh not less than 


live nor more-than live and'one-quarter 
ounces avoirdupois. It. muet measure 
not low than nine- nor more than nine 
and one-quarter Indies in circumference. 
It must bo composed of woolen yarn, 
iiud shall not contain more than one 
ounce of vulcanized rubber in mould 
form, 
and shall 
bo covered 
with 


leather."

Base balls can bo purchased for nve, 


ton, 
twenty, twenty-five .and:fifty, cents. 


Many of these arc machine/made. They 
are stuffed with odds and ends of leather, 
wound up with cord, pressed into shape 
•ind covered with common leather; The 
second time ono is hit with * bat it as- 
sumes the shape of an egg.

later it still resembles aft eg£—one that 
hits been hit with a cltlb.— N. Y- Morn-

Tho Pitch Late at Trinidad. 


I visited the so-called Pitch Lake, 


Trinidad, September 80, 1882, landing 
per "teiuncr at La Brea, ou tho west 
coast of Trinidad, about forty miles 
south of tho Port of Port-of-Spam. The 
lake in question is about one and one- 
half miles from tho shore. There is a 
eentlo ascent of ono hundred and forty 
foot from the shore to the lake. Tho 
name "lake" is a misnomer, if we un- 
derstand by the term » cavity contain- 
ing a liquid. The contents of this cav- 
ity, or supposed cavity, is a concrete, 
slightly lloxiblo mass, of pitch; it w a 
level plain, on wWoh btrehee and patches 
of vco-etable formations, and pools of 
water"aro eeon here and, there over the 
surface. There is no'difficulty in walk- 
in" or wading over it from end to end, 
oArom Bide to side. The shape of this 
plain is ft sort of an ellipse or ovoM. 
The "water in the pools is nun-water, 
having a slight iron tast«. Arriving on 
the plateau I found, first, a number of 
chestnut-colored females washing and 
blecching linen, and in other parts a 
number of two-wheeled carts, drawn 
each by a single horse, in tho act of 
being loaded with pitch. 
Scattered 


horoand there over the surface, were to 
bo scon dark, yellow-colored men with 
pickaxes digging out largo clods of 
pitch which boys gathered out from the 
pit and piled up for tho cartcra. 
The 


pitch at almost every blow of the pick- 
ax broke off with a resinous fracture 
quite -easily. Each lump of pitch exhib- 
ited ftir cavities of the size of a pigeon B 
cce larger or smaller. I was informed 
by the diggers that they never dig deep 
enough to find tho pitch soft and plastic: 
but tTiuy asserted th*t in tho course (f 
a couple of dnvs the cavity which they 
had du" would bo Hgain level with tbe 
surrounding plain. 
This assertion I 


think,' must bo taken with considerable 
reservation. Tlio pitch deposit, I imag- 
ine like any other mineral deposit, will 
become entirely exhausted in the coiirso 
of time, resembling in this respect our 
oil wells in Pennsylvania. 
But it will 


tnko a long time to do this, for the area 
of this visible deposit is about 100 acres, 
which is equivalent to 4,360,000 feet, 
and 4,360.000 feet surface and one foot 
deui) will give the same number of 
cubic foot. Now, allowing the weight 
of out! cubic foot to be sixty pounds (it 
is reiillv inure), we shall got by compu- 
tation itil,300,000 pounds, which num- 
b'ur divided by 2,240, gives 116,678 tons 
f.>r tlio weight of a single layer of pitch 
on Titcli Lake one foot deep. 
How 


deep this pitch deposit is absolutely is 
not vot know with accuracy, or even ap- 
nrorfraatoly.— United

Removing to Illinois In 
1889, he settled at Bloomlmrton and remained 
there two years. Since 1871 his home has been 
In this city. During his residence here he was 
for six years local editor of the REPCBLIOAM.
